That robbery was the motive for the mur- 
der of Danegelis seemed apparent. He was 
known to carry large sums of money, and 
was often seen late ät night driving in the 
neighborhood where he met his death. The 
locality is a lonely one, and comparatively 
few persons traverse the streets after night- 
fall. 
The police of the Hinman street, Deer- 
ing, and Thirty-fifth street stations were 
hurried to the scene of the murder; but no 
trace of the murderers was found. 

Danegelis was 32 years old, and lived at 
South Carpenter street. The murder 
aroused his countrymen, and they urged the 
police to capture the slayers. Danegelis was 
on his way home when he met his death. He 
had just completed his day's work.

The deal applies entirely to the Chicago 
and Alton railway company, which operates 
the Chicago and Alton railroad company 
and guarantees 6 and 7 per cent interest on 
the preferred and common stock of the latter, 
practically all of which is owned by the Har- 
riman interests and deposited with a trust 
company

Like Adams, Hoar was the very model 
of the learned, conscientious, finished states- 
man. He was fitted to associate with the 
most perfect products of the scholastic sys- 
tems of the old world. He might have stood 
up beside Gladstone or Guizot, and, if not 
as great as they, would still have moved nat- 
urally on the same intellectual plane. 
But New England produced Phillips as 
well as Adams, idealism as well as scholar- 
ship, profound belief in human nature as 
well as pfofound acquaintance with human 
history. No other part of the country, no 
other part of the world, has ever been able 
to combine these two qualities so pertina- 
ciously or with such sublime contempt for 
their occasional inconsistency. Much as 
Hoar knew he could never know too much 
to think still that Manila could bé regulated 
by the same principles with Boston. He had 


the same confidence in the Malay that Phil- 


lips had in the negro. And he elevated Agui- 
naldo on a pedestal of rhetoric just as Phil- 
lips elevated Toussaint L' Ouverture. : 

To many ot his fellow countrymen this at- 
titude toward human nature seemed to be 
worthier of prophetic tripod than of the sen- 
ate chamber. But even to them, as to the 
rest of the world, his intellectual grandeur 
and his moral passion swamped detraction 
in admiration and annoyance in pride. And 
now death brings a feeling tenderer than 
admiration or than pride. Itis neither flatu- 
lent nor hysterical to call that feeling rever- 


ence.

The company bed it hard to believe that 
these decisions had been reached without its 
consent.

It is impossible that the Union Traction 


company should be allowed to trolleyize its 


eable lines. Nothing should be done that 
will so largely increase the value of the com- 
pany’s plant while it is negotiating with the 
city for the renewal of its franchise grants. 
It is also impossible that the company should 
be allowed to. string trolley wires all over 
the downtown district. The appearance and 
the safety of that district have to be con- 
sidered.

But the mother of Count Leopold of Lippe, 


who by virtue of a vote of the diet of the 
principality has now become regent in the 
place of his late father, was born in this 
country of a union between Count Leopold 
Wartensleben and 
Philadeiphia. 
It is precisely on account of this marriage 


of Count Wartensleben to a Philadelphia } 


girl, who did not belong to either one of the 
mediatized or even noble families of Europe, 
but who was of bourgeois parentage, that 
their daughter, the now widowed countess | 
of Lippe, and her children, including the new 
regent, have hitherto been denied by all the 
courts of Europe recognition as full fledged 
members of the reigning house of Lippe. 

Indeed, it is a question whether the other 
sovereign states of the German empire will 
permit young Count Leopold of Li to re- 
tain the regency of the principality. For 
only a few months ago, on the occasion of 
the funeral at Carlsruhe of Princess Sophia 
of Baden, who was by birth a princess of 
Lippe, young Count Leopold, who had been 
sent to represent his father, the regent, at 
the obsequies, was denied by the officials and 
-@ignitaries*of the court of Baden a place 
among the royal and princely mourners on 
the ground that he was not recognized as 
the scion of a reigning house.

‘Possibly the sovereigns of the other states 
‘of the empire may decide to let the matter 
rest and to leave the young count as regent, 
in deference to the wishes of the, Lippe legis- 
lature, until the death of the now almost 
octogenarian nominal sovereign, who has 
been a lunatic since long prior to his acces- 
sion to the throne, and who is kept under 
_restraint as such in the celebrated asylum 
for the insane at St. Gilgenberg. When his 
death takes place the question of the acces-

This was the method 
already adopted for putting an end to the 
controversy among the pretenders to the 
regency of Lippe some years ago, and it is 
likely that it will be revived. 

The reigning grand duke of Oldenburg,

agara—appears among the most recently 
| published list of inventors in Germany as 
having secured a patent for a new species of

sion, I believe, of a reigning sovereign ever 
figuring as an inventor, and the matter is at- 
tracting a good deal of attention. 

The grand duke is an elderly, gray haired 
man, of an eccentric turn of mind, who is 
constantly quarreling with his subjects about 
all sorts of questions, usually bringing them 
to terms by ciosing his palaces, placing all 
court officials and the dignitaries of his 
household on half pay, and remaining abroad 
until his people, finding their business and 
prosperity affected by the absence of the 
court, entreat him to return. 
occasions he has withdrawn to sanitariums 
for rest cures,“ rendered necessary by 
overwork.“ But he is on the whole a kind- 
ly hearted, popular man, who, were it not 
for his eccentricities, would be accounted. 
clever and even in some respects brilliant. 

He is much liked at Berlin, differing in this 
respect from his predecessor on the throne, 
who made too little secret of his sympathies 


| for the socialists. He was a subscriber to a 


| number of the most violent socialist journals 
and reviews published at Zurich and else- 
where abroad, and was in the habit of pro- 


viding the publishers with large envelopes, 


addressed to himself, and franked with his 
name, so as to enable them to forward their 
papers to him through the mails without any 
danger of their being confiseated by the im- 
perial German postal authorities, * 

In reply to a reader, I would say that the 
late Sultan Murad’s connection with free 
masonry dated from 1872, when he joined the 
Stambouli lodge, his sponsors being the 
Egyptian Prince Mustapha Fazil Pasha and 
Kemel Bey. In April, 1877—that is to say, 
About a year after his removal from the 
throne—an attempt was made by a number of 
leading free masons at Constantinople, under 
the leadership of a Levantine banker of the 
name of Scarlieri, who belonged to the craft, 
to free him from his imprisonment. Their 
conspiracy failed and they escaped with 
difficulty from Athens, being sentenced to 
death in contumaciam by the Turkish courts. 

It may be of interest to add that during 
Murad's twenty-eight years of close impris- 
onment his brother, the present sultan, only 
saw him once. 

The unfortunate ex-ruler’s priicipal keeper 
was a brutal man of the name of Marshal 
Hassan Pasha, who while a simple gendarme 
had attracted the attention of the present 
ruler of Turkey by blowing out the brains of 
Ali Soavis when the latter made his mem- 
orable attempt some sixteen years ago, at 
the head of a small band of desperate men, 
to rescue Murad from his captivity and to 
restore. him to his throne. Sultan Abdul 


Hamid was so much struck by the vigor and 


presence of mind of Hassan that he rapidly 
promoted him from a mere private in the 
gendarmerie to be a. field marshal of the 
army and a pasha, and intrusted him with the 
custody of ex-Sultan Murad. Hassan is a 
man ‘without any education whatsoever, 
coarse mannered, and with so little regard 
for his captive that he did not even think 
it worth while to attend his funeral. 

King Peter has intrusted the education 100 
his son and heir, Prince George, to Maj. Le- 
vasseur of the French army, an artillery 
officer and a memper of the general staff, 
who has received leave of absence.from the

Peter, in confiding his son to the major,

They have not been successful: For he is de- 
scribed as an objectionable youth, who is a 
source of no end of trouble to his father, ill 
mannered, bad tempered, and arrogant, and 
who had managed to render himself unpop- 
ular in spite of his youth. So that Maj. Le- 
vasseur will have his hands full.

HE two essentials to great achieve- 
ment are the man and the opportunity. 
Never, perhaps, were the advantages 
that the man may derive from assid- 
uous, lifelong preparation to grasp the 

opportunity when it comes better illustrated 
than by the case of David Glasgow Farra- 
gut. Sixty-one years of preparation, three 
years of splendid achievement, five years 
of well earned fame and honor—this was the 
career of the greatest of Americar naval 
commandefs and the most glorious of Amer- 
loan naval heroes since John Paul Jones. 
Napoleon fied from the field of Waterloo 
when he was but 46 years old. Nelson 
the same age when he fell at Trafalg 
Paul Jones died at .

who touched a rope of his ship, but the 
intrepid little midshipman went ahead giv- 
ing orders, his orders were obeyed, and 
the recalcitrant Englishman subsided. 

The Essex was soon afterward captured 


by the British, and excepting an expedition 


in 1823 against some pirates who infested 
the West Indies, ‘Farragut saw no more 
active service for forty-nine years. If he 
had died before the outbreak of the. civil 
war he would have been remembered by his 
fellows in the navy as an uncommonly intelli- 
gent and capable officer, but, like many 
other intelligent and capable officers, his 
passing would have been unnoticed by the 
busy world, and the fact tnat he had ever 
lived would have soon been forgotten: When 
the war began Farragut held the rank of 
captain, the highest grade in the United 
States navy up to that time. A southerner

The time to help the child that goes to 
school, says Mrs. Ruth Ashley Hirshfield, is 
before it goes to school. A child brought up 


in an ideal nursery is almost sure to be an 


ideal little scholar. : 
Considerations of light and air determine 
the location of the nursery. It should be 
neither on the ground floor nor directly under 
the roof, It should have a southern exposure 
with broad windows to admit an ‘uninter- 
rupted blessing of sunshine and air. Ven- 
tilation is a difficult problem and requires 
careful, intelligent attention. An open fire- 
place is one of the best means of ventilation, 
and is also a preferable method of heating. 
Provide carefully against drafts and to in- 
sure an even temperature keep the thermom- 
eter away from the heating apparatus. An- 
other thermometer should be near the floor, 
Where the air is often apt to be cool. The 
floor should be- hardwood, carefully laid 
without cracks or roughness, and not too 
highly polished. No carpets—rugs should be 
used, and are to be shaken and aired each 


Prepared burlap, covered swith enamel 
paint, makes a sanitary wall covering. The 
material is proof against hard usage, and the 


‘enamel permits of its being washed without 


injury. In case of contagious diseases this 
wall covering can be repainted at little ex- 
pense. The walls may be colored so as to add 
cheerfulness and beauty to the room, besides 


making an artistic background for pictures {| 


and furniture. 


The pictures should represent simple sub- 
jects, appropriate for the nursery, and judg- 
ment should be used in their selection. En- 
tertaining, instructive, beautiful in thought 
and color they should be, but not too valu- 
able to be thoroughly cleaned and disinfect- 
éd, or even destroyed when necessary. The 
entire furnishings of the nursery should be 
chosen with r d to simplicity, durability, 
and cheerfulness, and in colors restful and 
pleasing to the eye. , : 

Heavy draperies and upholstery must be 
excluded, but there may be plenty of cushions 
with strong, washable covers, and the win- 
dows may be draped with dainty white mus- 
lin. The furniture should be built on strong 
simple lines with no sharp corners and capa- 
ble of enduring the strenuousness of sturdy 
children, The crib is preferably metal with 
sliding sides, with narrow space between ‘the 
rods to prevent the head, arms. and legs 
from being caught. There should be thin 


‘hair pillows and instead of mattresses -a 


blanket several times folded resting upon 
the closely woven wire springs. This is 
better because it can be sterilized daily by 
the sun, freshened by the air, and washed 
frequently. Sheets and pillowcases of cot- 
tons—warmer and softer than slippery, cold 
linens—fluffy woolen blankets, and a light 
Swiss spread complete the bed. 

The bath is made more enjoyable for the 
child and easier for nurse or mother if the tub 
is roomy and just the right height. -For use- 
fulness and convenience it should be capable 
of folding and have a faucet at the bottom. 

— 

Much of: the mortality of children is due 
to lack of proper care and cleanliness in the 
preparation of food and in the use of k- 
ing utensils, The utensils for the king 
of nursery food and meats should be used 
exclusively forthe nursery. A table equipped 
for the purpose and supplied with the various 
articles needed for light cooking is a great 
convenience &nd serves to keep the nursery 
utensils apart from those of the general 
kitchen. | 

Simple physical culture apparatus should 
be provided—adapted of course to the age and 
strength of the child—such as exercisers, 
punching bag, dumb bells, clubs, etc. They 
not only develop the child physically, but are 
a vent for his exuberant animal spirits. 
The use, of the apparatus must be regulated 
and graded, as the best results are produced 
by exercise that is ju@icious and systematic. 

Kindergarten features adaptable for little 
use are a necessary part of the ideal nursery. 
Kindergarten material, books, songs, games, 
and methods are forms of amusement of in- 
calculable aid to the mother in directing and 
watching the spiritual and mental growth of, 
her children. The playthings of the kinder- 
garten are intended not only to amuse but 
also to develop habits of body and mind. The 
little one is led by these playthings to amuse | 
himself, to think for himself, to do and pro- 
duce in simple form something which shows 
the results of his niental process. Thus the 
young mind develops an eagerness for knowl- 


‘edge as well as unconscious and effortless 


habits of discipline.

Trustee Duddleston Defeated in His 
Protest Against Fitting Up Restau- 
rants in Buildings and Then Giving 
Away Their Use—Deciares Proposi- 
tion That Food Is Served at Cost Is 
Fiction and Cites Prices—“Attend- 
ance Resolution” Is Killed. 


The members of the buildings and grounds 
committee of the school board yesteday at- 
tacked and killed. Trustee Duddleston's reso- 
lution calling upon the secretary to report 
absentees tö Mayor Harrison. Then they 
fought over the prices of doughnuts, frank- 
furters, “home baked.” pies, coffee, milk, 
and soup. During the progress of this fight 
the committee decided that the board has the 
right to maintain restaurants in school build- 
ings and voted to continue its policy of 
awarding lunchroom concessions without 

‘compensation. 

During both encounters Trustee Duddles- 
ton, fighting single handed, offered resist- 
ance at every step. He demanded a roll call 
on the “ attendance resolution,“ and, as he 
expressed it, ‘forced the trustees to go on 
record. This proposition called upon Secre- 
tary Larson to report in writing to the mayor 
the names of the members absent from three 
consecutive zneetings. : 


Says Members Are on Honor.” 


When the resolution was read by the 
chairman of the committee, President Mark 
demanded the floor. 

“If the board members can't be placed on 
their honor to do their duty, I do not be- 
lieve’ any resolutions can force them to do 

It,“ he said, woe teach the pupils to behave 
themselves when they are not watched. We 
place them on their honor. It is a public 
schoolroom principle. If we cannot place 
ourselves on our honor we are presen a 
fine spectacle to these school children.” 

“If you want to go on record in this mat- 
ter, all right,“ said Trustee Duddleston, 
defiantly. If you want to place this reso- 

lution on the table it is at your pleasure. I 
do not see anything objectionable in it, and 
believe it to be for the good of the board.“ 

By à vote of five to one the resolution was 
tabled. Those in the affirmative were Trus- 
tees Mark, Plamondon, Thompson, Kuflew- 
ski, and Hayes.

The investigation 
committee was instructed to report any exor- 
bitant charges found. The committee also 
killed the resolution rescizding the order of 
the board for the printing of 3,000 copies of 
the census.
